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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With reference to claims 1 , 3-8, & 10-12, the prior art of record does not disclose or 
clearly suggest a safety marker device comprising a base being heavier than the combined 
weight of a flexible means and cover, wherein said bent position is characterized by one or more 
parts of said flexible means flexed from their original position up to about 180 degrees with 
respect to said base, and wherein said safety marker device has a low center of gravity mainly 
due to said heavier base, whereby said lower center of gravity facilitates in restoring said 
original position and whereby said heavier base facilitates said flexing, in combination with the 
remaining limitations in the claims. 

With reference to claims 13, 15-17, 19-24, 26, & 27, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or clearly suggest a safety cone comprising a base being heavier than the combined 
weight of a coil and cover, wherein said bent position is characterized by one or more parts of 
said cone shaped spring flexed from their original position up to about 180 degrees with respect 
to said base, and wherein said safety cone has a low center of gravity mainly due to said 
heavier base, whereby said lower center of gravity facilitates in restoring said original position 
and whereby said heavier base facilitates said flexing, in combination with the remaining 
limitations in the claims. 

With reference to claim 28, 30, 31 , 36-40, & 42-45, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or clearly suggest a safety marker device comprising a base being heavier than the 
combined weight of two or more flexible means and cover, wherein said bent position is 
characterized by one or more parts of said one or more of said two or more flexible means 
flexed from their original position up to about 180 degrees with respect to said base, and 
wherein said safety marker device has a low center of gravity mainly due to said heavier base, 
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whereby said lower center of gravity facilitates in restoring said original position and whereby 
said heavier base facilitates said flexing, in combination with the remaining limitations in the 
claims.
